1908 - 1992 


Ed Leadbeater was born in Alexandria, Virginia. He spent most of his youth in Conway and 
in Fryeburg, Maine. He graduated from Fryeburg Academy in 1924 and from Bowdoin College, 
with a degree in economics, in 1928. He came to Hopkinton with his wife, Lucille, in 1939 when 
they became owners of Gould Hill Farm. Leaving a banking career in New York in search of a 
better place to live and raise a family, Ed eagerly embraced his new-found home and that 
eagerness endured throughout his life here. 


He served terms on the budget committee, the school board, the planning board and the Master 
Plan Advisory Committee. He was a delegate from Hopkinton to the 1984 Constitutional 
Convention. 


A member of the First Congregational Church of Hopkinton, Ed served as trustee, deacon, 
moderator, council chairman and a member of many committees. He also performed in the 
church's musical variety shows. 


In addition to making Gould Hill Farm a viable orchard business, Ed willingly shared his 
knowledge and experience in agriculture and held leadership positions in many regional and 
national agricultural organizations. He also enjoyed sharing his love for this special place in 
Hopkinton with neighbors, friends, and visitors to Gould Hill. 


When Ed retired in 1974 and had more time, he became an avid supporter of local athletic 
teams and enjoyed attending the Hopkinton High School games, cheering them on. He was 
awarded a life-time pass to all Hopkinton High School athletic events, and was thrilled when at 
the age of 83, he was given a team jacket which he wore with pride to every game. 


Young and old will never forget Ed's loyalty, his good cheer, his concern for others, his willing 
ear to listen to other's troubles -- and also their joys. His interest and enthusiasm for life around

SELECTMEN'S REPORT 


Semi-annual tax collection was begun in 1992. The collection for the two tax bills has been 
approximately 90%, far above the average for most New Hampshire Towns. Because of the 
steady income flow, we did not have to borrow money and this avoided interest payments, 
whereas in previous years interest costs have been approximately $50,000 per year. Our thanks 
to Sue Strickford, Tax Collector, and her assistant, Barbara Boatwright, who got the new system 
up and running in a most efficient and cost effective manner. 


The house numbering system has been completed and we are grateful to Fire Chief Peter 
Russell and his men who undertook this complicated task. We have all been inconvenienced, 
once again, by having to change our addresses but we are assured that this 1s truly the last time. 
We now have a system in place which will meet the requirements of a statewide Enhanced 911 
whose institution is anticipated within the next two years. In the meantime, our Fire, Police and 
Rescue Departments are able to pinpoint, with absolute accuracy, the location of an emergency 
call simply by knowing the house number and street. 


The majorroad project for 1992 was the reconstruction of Briar Hill Road from the Hopkinton 
Villageto Rollins Road. The final surface will be applied this Spring. Our sincere thanks to David 


Story, Superintendent of Public Works, whose patience and dedication guided this project to a 
successful conclusion. 


The Landfill closure moves a step closer with the hiring of an engineering firm to design a 
closure plan. Implementation of the plan is expected in 1994. 


We extend our thanks to all those citizens who volunteer their time and expertise on town 
boards and commissions. We are especially indebted to our Town employecs. They are 
professional, efficient and dedicated, and it is a pleasure to work with them.

We have audited the accompanying general purpose financial statements and the combining 
and individual fund financial statements of the Town of Hopkinton as of and for the year ended 
December 31, 1991, as listed in the table of contents. These financial statements are the 
responsibility of the Town's management. Our responsibility is to express an opinion on these 
financial statements based on our audit. 


We conducted our audit in accordance with generally accepted auditing standards. Those 
standards require that we plan and perform the audit to obtain reasonable assurance about 
whether the financial statements are free of material misstatement. An audit includes examining, 
on a test basis, evidence supporting the amounts and disclosures in the financial statements. An 
audit also includes assessing the accounting principles used and significant estimates made by 
management, as well as evaluating the overall financial statement presentation. We believe that 
our audit provides a reasonable basis for our opinion. 


As described in Note 1B, the general purpose financial statements referred to above do not 
include the General Fixed Assets Account Group, which should be included to conform with 
generally accepted accounting principles. The amount that should be recorded in the General 
Fixed Assets Account Group is not known. 


In our opinion, except that omission of the General Fixed Assets Account Group results in an 
incomplete presentation, as explained in the above paragraph, the general purpose financial 
statements referred to above present fairly, in all material respects, the financial position of the 
Town of Hopkinton as of December 31, 1991, and the results of its operations (and cash flows 
of non-expendable trust funds) for the year then ended in conformity with generally accepted 
accounting principles. Also, in our opinion, the combining and individual fund financial 
statements referred to above present fairly, in all material respects, the financial position of each 
of the individual funds of the Town as of December 31, 1991, and the results of such funds for 
the year then ended in conformity with generally accepted accounting principles.

Legal Debt Margin 


According to State Law, Town borrowing (exclusive of those exceptions allowed under the 
provision of the Municipal Finance Act) may not exceed one and seventy-five hundredths. 
percent(1.75%) of the valuation of property based upon the applicable locally assessed valuation 


of the municipality as last equalized by the commissioner of Revenue Administration. At 
December 31, 1991, the Town of Hopkinton is using an equalized value of $335,226,587 and 
a legal debt margin of $5,866,465.

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1992 HOPKINTON TOWN REPORT 
HOPKINTON POLICE DEPARTMENT 


This year will surely go down in history as one of the finest years for the Hopkinton Police 
Department. 


We began 1992 with the 45 year to life sentence imposed on Shayne Pitts, culminating the 
investigation into the senseless shooting death of 19 year old Melody Starr Derosia. The 
Hopkinton Police department played an integral role assisting the New Hampshire State Police 
to bring Pitts to justice, and in doing so has brought pride and respect upon the department. 


The spring began with an armed stand-off on Hopkinton Road, and the subsequent arrest of 
a58 year old male charged with multiple counts of raping a child at his Hopkinton home. The 
man awaits trial. 


As summer approached, I was asked to be the commencement speaker for the graduation 
exercises of the Hopkinton High School Class of 92. The memory of this event shall be life long. 
It is rare that a Police Officer and the young of a community can share a bond of mutual respect 
and friendship, and this experience will be cherished forever. 


In August, Officer William Simpson and Officer Chris Metalious effected the arrests of four 
armed men shortly after they engaged in a wild shoot-out at a residence in Weare, New 
Hampshire. Their actions demonstrated the importance of intensive training, and were worthy 
of commendations for bravery which were issued in September. This arrest culminated a multi- 

Jurisdictional investigation and has resulted in the seizure of more than four million dollars of 
‘illegal assets, and has guaranteed the Town of Hopkinton a portion of those assets in the near 
future. 


The department continued to enjoy success with the burglary prevention patrol. Although it 
is unfortunate that we were unable to prevent all residential burglaries in 1992, we are quite 
pleased that we have made a difference when one considers the number of residential burglaries 
‘in Warner, Henniker, Weare, and Bow as comparison to the burglary rate in Hopkinton. Our goal 
for 1993 is to report zero home burglaries at the end of the year. We ask for your assistance in 
order to eliminate burglaries. Please call us if you see or hear ANY THING unusual. It would be 
Our pleasure to respond to your calls, rather than discover later that a residence had been 

burglarized. 


Anew service provided in 1992 was the self-defense program for women. In lightof the drastic 
“Mcrease in violence directed against women in this State, we felt is was necessary to offer the 
female residents of Hopkinton the opportunity to receive hands on training for the purpose of 
“increasing their level of awareness, and providing them with the tools to defend themselves, 
_ Should they become the victim of violentcrime. This program has been so successful that we plan 
to offer two, eight week programs in 1993, and two, two week refresher programs for those who 
Participated in 1992. 

_ Aswe look to the future, our goals and objectives remain to provide the Town of Hopkinton 
with the finest of Police services, and the safest of communities. As The D.A.R.E, Program at 
_ the Maple Street School enters its third year, we plan to monitor the first participants as they enter 
_ the High School to determine the educating of our young to the dangers of drugs, and provide 
_ them with the ability to say no. As we enter 1993, we begin to research and plan a new Police 
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facility. Anyone visiting the current facility knows we have reached a critical stage, and are 
exposing Officers to danger, the public to risk, and the town to liability by continuing to operate 
from our current location. It is common knowledge that the current Police Station is inadequate © 
as a facility for Police operations. We hope this will change in 1994. We also plan to research the - 
need to provide the Town with 24 hour police coverage at some point in the future. We currently 
provide between 16 and 20 hours of police coverage per day, with the open hours covered by an __ 
on-call system. If an officer is required, he is called at home, and responds after getting dressed 
in his uniform. Although this delay in response time has NOT to date resulted in tragedy, itisnow _ 
time to consider this action as a proactive response, rather than after a serious event occurs. 


We look forward to providing top quality police services to you in 1993. Please, never hesitate | 
to call upon us to help you.

| Asummary of calls follows. The chimney fire calls are of great concern. They can be avoided 
vith proper cleaning of flues and burning of wood. Chimney fires can cause building fires, so 
ease be more careful with your wood stoves. 


Another concer is "fire alarm activations.” There are many alarm systems that go directly to 
‘nalarm company. Unfortunately, the alarm company does not have a correct address. Take the 
Ame to call your alarm company and correct any address problems. 


__ The new street numbering system is in place. It works and has already been useful in locating 
esidences. It will be a great benefit to the Town in future years. 


_ Thank you to the Selectmens' Office for their continued support. I hope 1993 will bea fire safe 
ind accident free year for all members of the community.

SUMMARY OF CALLS FOR THE HOPKINTON FIRE DEPARTMENT FOR 1992 
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REPORT OF THE FOREST FIRE WARDEN 


25 calls were logged this year 
12 Brush Fires 

2 Grass Fires 

2 Non-permit Piles 

9 Smoke Investigations 


Five of the brush fires were mutual aid runs and one was started by a child playing with 
matches. While the brush and grass fires occurred in the Spring and early Summer, the smoke 
investigations were spread out all year. The weather got off to a dry start fairly early, but then 
gave us a little rain each week all summer, which unlike last year kept the burning index down 
to low and moderate with a few high days. This year we issued permits only on low and moderate 
days. This gave us a standard to work with. So you can look for this plan again this year. When 
you are going by the Smokey sign, glance at it to see if you can bum that day. 


Digital Equipment Corporation gave the department 2000 feet of single jacket 1 1/2" hose in 
100 foot lengths which was loaded on the two forestry vehicles. In less than a week, 1,500 feet 
of it was used on a brush fire way in on a muddy woods road. Thank you Digital for this most 
welcome donation. 


This year, Warden and Deputy Warden training by the NH Forestry Division was on Forestry 
laws and regulations. A live training session was attended at the Bow Town Forest. 


We were fortunate to be accepted by the Rural Community Fire Protection Fund to receive 
a $850 grant in matching funds to purchase Class A foam proportioner. Now wecan putlast year's 
training to work. 


Remember - burning permits are required by law to kindle brush, grass, debris and even @ 
cooking fire, anytime there is no snow cover, no matter what the date may be. Written permits” 
must be obtained with burning only between 5 p.m. and9 a.m., unless itis raining. With adequate 
snow cover, only a verbal permit is needed and one can burn any time. Notice of all permits are 
given to fire alarm dispatch so when someone sees smoke behind your barn, we have a handle 
on it. Burning permits may be secured from the full-time personnel at the Contoocook Statior 
and from Deputies Jerry Flanders who lives on Kearsarge Avenue, John Pianka who lives or 
Pinewood Drive, Peter Russell who lives on Maple Street and Robert White who lives of 
Country Club Road, Richard Gourley who lives on Hopkinton Road, and myself, Leslie Towne: 
on Spring Street. Here's an idea! While you are reading this, grab a phone book and enter thesé 
names in the Frequently Called Numbers section.

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REPORT OF TOWN FOREST 
FIRE WARDEN AND STATE FOREST RANGER 


1992 was below average for wildfires reported in our state. Our largest fire was in May in 
Rumney where a suspicious origin fire burned approximately 150 acres with a total cost of 
approximately $30,000. The N.H. Division of Forests and Lands assisted many other communities 
in wildland fire suppression as well. 


Our fire lookout towers reported 289 fires, burning a total of 136 acres. Our major causes of 
fires were fires kindled without a permit, unknown causes and children. 


Please help your town and state forest fire officials with fire prevention. New Hampshire State 
Law (RSA 224:27) requires that, "No person, firm or corporation shall kindle or cause to be 
kindled any fire or burn or cause to be burned any material in the open, except when the ground 
is covered with snow, without first obtaining a written fire permit from the Forest Fire Warden 
of the town where the burning is to be done.” Violation of this statute is a misdemeanor, 
punishable by a fine of up to $1,000 and/or a year in jail and you are liable for all fire suppression 
costs. 


Local fire departments are responsible for suppressing fires. The small average fire size of .47 
acre/fire is a tribute to early detection by the public or our fire tower system and the quick 
response of our trained local fire departments. Please help your Warden and fire department by 
requesting and obtaining a fire permit before kindling an open fire. 


The N.H. Division of Forests and Lands assisted 28 towns with a total of $20,000 in 50/50 cost 
share grants for fire fighter safety items and wildland suppression equipment in 1992.

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HOPKINTON PUBLIC LIBRARIES 


This past year the Trustees and Librarians continued working toward a unified library system. | 
Throughout 1991-92concern centered around the overcrowding at both the Bates and Hopkinton’ 
Village Libraries. Every time we buy a book, we must get rid of a book. We have been working | 
with New Hampshire architect, Chris Williams, who has designed additions and new libraries 
for many towns. We examined our town's shortand long range needs, consulted State guidelines: 
for public libraries and compared statistics. We looked into expanding Bates by adding an 
addition. Chris drew-up addition options but they fell short of long range needs and we concluded. 
after meeting with the selectmen, we would be back to the drawing board in as little as five years 
if we expanded the Bates building. Chris Williams designed a building which weare considering 
for Contoocook Village. We know we need a new library very soon and we are working with 
other town officials to determine the final location. | 

Five years ago in anticipation of an expansion or creation of anew library, the Trustees created 
the Hopkinton Public Library Foundation. The Master Plan of 1987 cited library space as a high 
priority need with the next six years. The Foundation was organized to seek and receive gifts and| 
bequests of individuals and businesses who share an interest in their town library. Weare pleased 
to report approximately $9,000 has been received to date. We will look into grant mona | 
whenever possible and have requested a Contingency Fund, beginning this year.

This past year Thelma Mitchell retired after 20 years of outstanding service to the library. She 
has given so much to our library in those years, we can't thank her enough. Fortunately she has 
joined our energetic team of volunteers and still keeps the catalog system up-to-date. When 
Thelma retired, Kay Herrick who has been in charge of Hopkinton Village Library, took over 
as director of the library system, a newly created post to oversee both libraries. We began 1993. 
with a computer partially funded with a Federal grant awarded by the NH State Library and the 
balance from interest from a Trust Fund. This will not only be a boost for the library organization 


but give the library access to information through the New Hampshire Automated Information 
System.

THE HOPKINTON 
WEBSTER LANDFILL 


The Hopkinton-Webster Landfill delivered over 3,100 tons of household trash to the 
Penacook Incinerator in 1992. Recycling increased by 6% to over 310 tons. This does notinclude- 
over 100 tons of heavy metals which were collected and shipped out for reuse. The leaf and yard 
waste composting program implemented in 1991 has been fine tuned to produce an excellentend 
product. The Hopkinton-Webster Landfill handled community wastes from brush to sping 
throughout 1992 as efficiently as possible. 


The Landfill Committee studied issues concerning planning and operation of the landfill. The. 
committee also assisted the Selectmen in the process of selecting an engineering firm to complete 
closure planning of the old landfill. The committee requested and reviewed the qualifications of 
interested firms and through discussions with the Selectmen developed a short list of reputable 
engineering firms. Proposals were requested by the Selectmen and reviewed. Early in 1993 the 
Selectmen and Landfill Committee members will conduct interviews and complete the selection 
process.

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PARKS AND RECREATION COMMITTEE 


During 1992, the efforts of the Parks and Recreation Committee have been concentrated on 
the Kimball Lake Recreation area. Considerable repairs and improvements were made to cabins 
on the premises; specifically, the bottom wall and corner sill were replaced on the Cub Scout 
cabin, a comer of the Utility cabin was repaired, and the bottom log course on the Main cabin 
was replaced. The Main cabin was also scraped, caulked, tarred and painted by an ambitious crew 
of Hopkinton students with the aid of a federal job training grant and local supervision. 


The Kimball Lake Recreation area hosted this year's Rally and Campaign Kick-off, sponsored 
by the Hopkinton Democrats, for local and national candidates. Again, Sue Pisinski held her 
annual science fair at Kimball Lake. The 2nd and 3rd graders from the Harold Martin School took 
advantage of the nearby lake for their "Skating Days" activities. Ice skating and cross country 
skiing area are maintained for public use throughout the season. Cabins are also available. 
Contact the Parks and Recreation Committee for reservation information. 


During the non-winter months, the George Park athletic fields, running track, and newly 
painted basketball court are often occupied to the maximum. Kimball Pond swimming area is 
open to town residents from June through August. Swimming lessons are available, schedules 
to be posted in June. 


Unfortunately, certain recreation facilities remain targets for vandalism. Recently, the Main 
cabin at Kimball Lake was damaged by someone or some group of individuals breaking in. This 
is unfortunate, because all they had to do was ask to be shown around; we would have gladly 
accommodated them.

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1992 TOWN REPORT 
HOPKINTON CONSERVATION COMMISSION 


A large amount of the Commission's time was spent early in the year receiving input on the 
Cacel Subdivision and its potential wetland impact. The Commission was frustrated by its 


limited ability to do more to protect this large tract of land, its wildlife, and associated wetlands. _ 


Your Commission is also concerned about the mechanics of monitoring conservation 


easements, development rights, wetlands, and surface water and ground water pollution. | 
Hopefully the Town will be able to work out a system that will continue to protect these resources 


in perpetuity, but not infringe upon the rights of property owners. 


We have been active in helping the selectmen with processing current use applications, — 


checking reported wetland violations, giving input to proposed zoning changes, and our 


management duties for your Town Forests. A complete list, including location maps, of the 


Town's Forests is currently on file at the Selectmen's Office. 


The Commissioners established a tentative goal list and began working toward those goals. 
We have acquired a laminated set of 7.5 minute topographic maps and access to a set of aerial © 
photos. These are very helpful in providing us information for the various problems we are asked — 


to work on such as wetland delineations and resource mapping. Currently we are in the process 
of helping the Town with an updated land use map for the latest master plan revision. 


Jenny Reid, a Hopkinton High School student loved conservation camp! We were happy to 
have sponsored such an enthusiastic young lady. She attended our November meeting and told 


us all about the wonderful activities she experienced at camp. We plan to sponsor two students — 


for the 1993 Conservation Camp and Land Use Planning Seminar. Interested students should 
talk to Jenny and then contact a member of the Conservation Commission. 


Arbor Day in April found us at the Harold Martin School, in a late spring snowstorm, planting 
a Red Maple (Acer rubrum) north of the school's main entrance... which is thriving! Our thanks — 


again to Rick Rideout of Three Seasons Landscaping for helping transportand plant this fine tree. 
Fifty Sugar Maples (Acer saccharum) were also given out to Town residents to plant at their 
homes. In May, Your Commission also planted some Autumn Olives at the Salt Shed lot for 
wildlife habitat. 


In September we designed and constructed a plank bridge over a stream that the salt shed lot 
trail crosses. This trail leads into The Hawthorne Town Forest (formerly Rachel Johnson's). 
Thanks to Merrimack County Telephone Company for the donation of some of the materials and 
members of the St. Andrews Church for supplying some volunteer laborers. You would have 


enjoyed watching Kelly and Baxter Holden's ox team working the materials to the bridge site. 
There are still trail work opportunities open for your organizations community service at the - 
Brockway and Hawthorne Town Forests. If interested, please contact a member of the 


Conservation Commission. 


As part of your families recycling efforts, please look for the upcoming hazardous waste 
collection day. Paints, oils, batteries, and garden and household chemicals should not be- 
disposed of by dumping them on the ground, down a drain, or mixed in with your household — 
trash. Please make the effort to bring your collection of these toxic substances to one of the 


hazardous waste collection days.

1992 HIGHWAY DEPARTMENT REPORT 


Although January and February did not produce much snow, we were hit by several ice 
storms and several light snow storms that actually take as much time and treatment as a large 
storm. We exceeded our sand and salt budget allocations by a substantial amount. 


The Department shimmed and overlayed 3.7 miles of town road in 1992, which included 
1.63 miles of Pine Street; 1.1 miles of Bound Tree Road; .77 miles of Burnham Intervale 
Road; and .20 miles of Smithfield Road. Hopefully, we can continue with this program. 


In the Spring, we solicited bids on the Bnar Hill Road project that the town voted to do at 
the 1992 Town Meeting. After several delays and compromises, we finally finished the 
2200' of road from Route 103 to Rollins Road. The project included much needed drainage 
and reconstruction of the entire section of Briar Hill Road. The top course of hot top is the 
only step left. 


We also finished the Smithfield subdivision in Contoocook. The contractor did not finish 
the project because of bad economic times. The town used the bond money set aside to 
finish the project. Smithfield Road is now a town road. 


We also continued to upgrade drainage on several roads, installing or replacing a total of 
720' of culvert. Also, we replaced 60' of 72” culvert at one of the Dolf Brook Crossings on 
Briar Hill Road that was partially collapsed. 


In 1992, we had planned to resurface a long section of the Park Avenue sidewalk, after the 
State had finished their catch basin project. However, the State did not finish until October, 
and that was too late for the Department to do the planned work. We are planning to do 

extensive work on the sidewalk in 1993, and continue to upgrade the sidewalks over the next 
few years. There are many in need of repair. 


The Department purchased a new grader in 1992 as scheduled in the Capital Improvement 
Program, and voted at the 1992 Town Meeting. The total retail cost would have been 
approximately $175,000, but with a municipal discount and the $50,000 allowed as trade-in, 
the final cost was $82,000. Trading equipment on a timely basis, and keeping the equipment 

in good repair pays off. 


I would like to thank the residents, town employees and officials for their cooperation and 
support.

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TOWN POLICY FOR WINTER MAINTENANCE 


1. SNOW PLOWING: The Town Vehicles begin plowing when the snow has accumulated — 
2 to 3 inches. After roads are clear, sanding and salting will begin. | 


2. WINTER FREEZING RAIN STORM: It is important to note that salt or sand is wasted if 4 
applied before rain stops. There is nothing the highway department can do during a freezing 
rainstorm. However, as soon as the rain stops, salt and sand will be applied to the roads. 


3. CLEAN ROAD POLICY: The Town of Hopkinton, like most communities and cities, does 
nothavea clean road policy. In other words, all roads and streets will not be kept completely clear 
of snow and, therefore, only caution can be advised for winter driving. Salt will be applied to all 
tar roads. However, where the shaded areas are found, there will be some snow or ice spots. The 
amount of salt is limited and will be used sparingly. Dirt roads will be sanded, but a buildup of 
icecannot be helped, so re-sanding is necessary; but with ice under the sand, it makes instant stops 
impossible. 


4, PLOW ROUTES: Each plow route is approximately 15 miles long and takes 3 to 4 hours © 
to cover. So, if plowing is started with two inches of snow, by the time the vehicle finishes the — 
route 3 or 4 hours later, there could be up to 6 inches of snow on the first part of his route. 
Therefore, during a heavy snowstorm, at times, there will be snow on the roads.

PUBLIC ASSISTANCE 1992 


Requests for assistance continued to increase in 1992. Sixty-eight families made application 
during the year. Financial assistance was provided to forty-five families totalling 144 individuals. 
Numerous referrals and connections were made to other agencies and services, including 
explanation, introduction and guidance with applications if necessary. Five families were 
assisted in relocation due to lack of affordable housing. The Emergency Housing Shelter was 
also utilized (yes there are homeless in Hopkinton). 


The Hopkinton Food Pantry continues to be a vital resource in our community, many times 
by providing just enough to maintain families, thus keeping them off Public Assistance roles, 
or by subsidizing families receiving other assistance.

Referrals may be made to this office by anyone who has knowledge of a person or family in 
need, especially if they are reluctant to apply. All information is treated with the utmost 
confidentiality. 


During the Christmas Season, through generous contributions from the community, seven- 
teen local families were provided food baskets. The Food Pantry provided an additional fourteen 
food baskets. Through the efforts of this office in coordination with the Hopkinton Community 
Center fourteen local families received gifts for their children. An additional eleven families 
received gifts solicited by the Food Pantry Staff. 


Sincere thanks to all those in the community who helped make the Holiday Season brighter 
for some Hopkinton families. 


In February of 1992 this office was fortunate to receive $2,725.00 in reimbursement from a 
former recipient. This reimbursement represented the total amount of assistance that had been 
granted. Sincere appreciation for the integrity demonstrated by this individual.

Selectmen Prewitt explained that in setting the budgets, the Department Heads were asked to 
come back with a zero increase in their budgets, excluding insurances and salaries and other 


items where the cost cannot be controlled. The Selectmen increased Town employee salaries 
across the board by 4%. Merit raises were given to employees whose Department Head felt that.

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THE HOPKINTON SEWER DEPARTMENT 


The wastewater facility in Contoocook Village is in its eighth year of operation. The plant's 

design has been sufficient for the community and no serious problems have developed. The plant 

_has consistently satisfied its permit requirements and contributed to the increased water quality 
of the Contoocook River. 


The Hopkinton Sewer Committee finished rewriting Department Guidelines in 1992. The 

committee also reviewed the budget and examined revenue projections. In 1993 long range 

| planning, concerning issues such as lagoon sludge removal, upgrading of the air system, and 

equipmentreplacement will be studied. Although no major projects are imminent the committee 
will continue to develop financial and facility plans.

THE CONTOOCOOK & NORTH BRANCH RIVERS 
LOCAL ADVISORY COMMITTEE 


The Contoocook and North Branch Rivers were designated into the New Hampshire Rivers 
Management and Protection Program (NHRMPP) in March of 1991. The program establishes 
a statewide rivers program based on a two-tier approach to river management and protection: 
state designation of significant rivers and protection of instream values and local development 
and adoption of river corridor management plans to protect shorelines and adjacent lands. 


The Contoocook and North Branch Rivers Local Advisory Committee is made up of 
individuals nominated by the Selectmen and City Council Members from the thirteen communities 
bordering these rivers. Final Committee appointments are made by the Commissioner of the 
Department of Environmental Services, the Department charged with the administration of the 
NHRMPP. The committee is charged with: (1) commenting on (in an advisory capacity) local, 
state, and federal permit applications that affect the rivers, and (2) developing a local river 
corridor management plan. As the name implies, a local river corridor management plan is a 
locally-developed and adopted plan which, with citizen input, is tailored to fit each area of the 
river corridor and discusses recreational and non-recreational uses, access points, and setback 
requirements among others. The Committee is presently creating a survey which will be 
distributed to riparian owners and other local people to help the Committee determine how 
people feel about existing and future planning of the rivers. Your local representatives on the 
Contoocook and North Branch Local Advisory Committee are Dana Rood 746-5661 and 
Charles Witaszek 746-3822. The Committee meets monthly in Hillsborough. Please feel free to 
call your representatives for further information. 
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CONTOOCOOK VILLAGE PRECINCT 


The final 7000 feet of new 12" diameter pipeline was installed completing the planned 
upgrade from the Contoocook Village all the way to the filtration plant site on Bound Tree Road. 


The major thrust during 1992 was in completing the plans for the new filtration plant, 
obtaining bonding, choosing components, etc. the final design will incorporate ccramic media 
water filters manufactured by Kinnetico Corp. of Cleveland, Ohio. This type of filter does not 
‘require any chemical additives nor does it leave any harmful elements in the by-product, thus 
| these filters will be very inexpensive to maintain. Ground has been cleared on the property on 
Bound Tree Road and we are shooting for a June 30, 1993 completion date to have the filtration 
‘plant on line. 


This year a major effort was put in to reduce our insurance costs. We now have our liability 
insurance with the New Hampshire Municipal Association and our Workmans Comp. Insurance 
man assigned pool with Wausau Ins. Co., both at substantial savings over prior years.

The year 1992 has been a busy and exiciting year for the Hopkinton School District, major 
undertakings have been accomplished, and important new initiatives are underway. 1 


The Office of the Superintendent of Schools for the Hopkinton School District (School 
Administrative Unit #66) was established and became operational on July 1, 1992. Edward G. 
McHale, Jr., assumed his responsibilities as our Superintendent of Schools at that time. 
Stephanie Pearce was appointed Assistant Superintendent for Business. a 


The School Board is extremely pleased that this transition has been successfully ae 
and that our School District is now benefiting from the professional leadership of thes e 
individuals. . 


Another goal of the School Board for this year was to embark on the process of establishing 
a Strategic Plan for the Hopkinton School District. We believe that the development ofa Strategic 
Plan for our Schools is very important in order to ensure that our Schools are fulfilling th he 
educational goals and objectives that we have as acommunity. The process is underway, a 
in the coming months many members of the community will be involved in the Pipa 
implementation of the Strategic Plan. . 2 
The School Board has fora number of years, been concerned about the deteriorating condition 
of our facilities. Budget constraints have precluded proper attention to our School buildings and 
grounds, and much needed maintenance and improvements have been deferred. At the March 
1992, District Meeting, the District voted to establish a reserve fund that would be used to addi 
this need. Any savings that were realized in the 1991-1992 School budget, excluding the $50, OK 
contingency, were to be placed in this reserve. Fortunately, savings were realized 1 in the amoun 
of $96,434, and those funds have been placed in the reserve. 3 ei 
a 
At the coming 1993 District Meeting, the District will be asked to expend funds from thi 
reserve for those deferred maintenance items of highest priority. At the same time, a thoroug! 
analysis of all of our facilities is being undertaken to establish a complete list of immediate needs 
as well as a realistic assessment of our needs over the next 5-10 years. a 
We also must evaluate, in conjunction with our Strategic Planning, the ability of our exis ting 
facilities to meet future needs, so thatany changes that may be necessary can be properly pla 
for, both financially and otherwise. 


Once again, the Hopkinton School Board thanks the Administration, teachers, staff, PTO, 
members of the community for their commitment to our Schools.

PRINCIPAL'S ANNUAL REPORT - 1992 


The highlight of 1992 for the Hopkinton School District Staff and Administrators was the 
formation of Supervisory Administrative Unit #66, a process which was met with excitement 
and enthusiasm on the part of all involved. Principals thank the School Board for the opportunity 
to participate directly in the selection of the Superintendent and the Assistant Superintendent i in 
an inclusionary process. 


Our primary hope for the new Supervisory Administrative Unit (SAU) was to increase 
communications among the principals and staff members of the three schools in curricula and 
programs. Significant progress has been made in several areas including the development of the 
K-12 Science Continuum, Special Education Services, Budget Development, the extension of 
extracurricular programs such as Odyssey of the Mind, Math Leagues, and Peer Leadership 
programs, and the coordination of grant applications and services (Special Education, Drug Free © 
Schools, Eisenhower Grant for Math and Science In-service, Artist in the Schools Programs, 
Chapter II Block Grant Funds used for the purchase of library equipment). In addition, we have 
continued to focus on smooth transitions from home to school and between schools, increasing 
parent involvement in these transitions. 


With the appointment of new administrative personnel at the High School, Jim Gorman, — 
Principal and Michelle Cotnoir, Assistant Principal, High School/Middle School staff members 
collaborated to set three objectives: improve student discipline practices; increase staff morale; 
establish challenging academic programs for all students. Principals at the elementary schools, 
Catherine Hamblett/Harold Martin School and Sandra Burney/Maple Street School, have — 
continued to support teacher initiatives in Reading, Writing, Math, Science and Social Studies 
instruction, and in the development of interdisciplinary teaching approaches. 


Parental involvement has continued through the PTO, Booster Club, attendance at school 
events, participation in the High School/Middle School Parent-Teacher Advisory Council, the — 
Harold Martin Publishing Center, Maple Streetafter-school activities, andclassroom involvement — 
in all three schools. The "Adult As a Learner" program is still operating at the High School and — 
its staff welcomes increased participation. ;

JANUARY 22, 1993 


This has been an exciting year for the PTO. I have been extremely fortunate to have he’ 
opportunity to work closely with our new superintendent and SAU 66 staff. a 
This year has been an ambitious one for the PTO, we started with an operating budget of 
$8,900; over a $1,000 increase from the year before. Due to the strain of economic times, the PTO ~ 
decided to make several changes in our budget which are designed to benefit all of the children — 
in our schools. We developed a category for field trip grants for each school and a category for ~ 
library grants for each school. The High School has already used their funding to purchase — 
several research books. Maple Street School has used $90 of their library money. We also — 
designated a portion of program funding to each school to be under their direct control. Harold 
Martin School has used part of its program funding to assist in their Author's Committee 
Program. Mini-grant funding remained at $100.00 per grade level to be used as funding for 
special projects and the special school projects category remained at $300 per school. This year 
Harold Martin School has used their special project funding toward the School Publishing 
Center. Maple Street School used their fourth grade mini- -grant money to purchase a weekly 
reader program and $800.00 was spent towards the Artist-in Residence program for Ny ae 
Patryc Wiggins, part of this funding came from last years PTO budget. q 
Asin the past, the community has been very responsive during our Fall Fund-raiser. This year 
we sold chocolates, along with various gift cheeses and wrapping paper. With the success of this 
fund-raiser we will be able to ensure our operating budget for the 1993/1994 school year. The 
PTO recognizes the tremendous cooperation of the community during this fund-raiser. a 
We also made several donations this year: to the basketball program at the High School; 
in the memory of Dr. Preston H. Clark and to the Memorial Fund of Mr. Paris, a ae High 
School teacher. ! . 


The PTO made a $2,000 contribution towards the On-Line Catalogue Project currently 
underway in the school libraries. Volunteers from the PTO and the commnuinitiateatee assist ing 
the librarians in the task of readying library materials for automation. |
